Nathan Stubblefield, of Murray, Ky., 
inventor of a wireless telephone, asks the 
St. Louis World's Fair Co. to offer severai 
prizes for wireless telephony. 

The’ proposition was submitted to Secre- 
tary Stevens Wednesday morning and will 
be considered, probably qt the next meet- 
ing of the executive committee. 

Provision is made in the rules concerning 
exhibits for wireless telegraphy. The wire- 
less telephone has come since those regula- 
tions were formed. 

Under the rules governing wireless teie- 
graph instruments the only reward will be 
a medal. 
prizes be offered as in the case of the aerial 
navigation contests. 

The proposition will de laid before M- 
rector of Exhibits Skiff, and it will reach 
the executive committee probably through 
him. 

Mr. Stubblefield’s invention, as described 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, is the first 
wireless telephone to be seriously consid- 
ered by the scientific world.

Folk Wants 

Real Bond. 

Circuit Attorney Folk stated to the Post- 
Dispatch Wedensday that in the future a 


bond would be a bond in fact as well as 
in name. In the future, he stated, when 
a bondsman failed to produce his defend- 
ant a forfeiture would be declared, and 
the bondsman would be compelled to pay 
into court in cash the amount: named in 
the bond. | 
The records in the Criminal Court will 
not show that a bond forfeiture was ever 
actually paid. Within a few months six 
of these bond forfeitures will either be 
paid or the sheriff will advertise and sell 
the 1 property to satisfy the judg- 
men 
In former administrations d forfeit- 
costs. Since Mr. Folk 
not a single forfeiture has been set aside, 
and he has prosecuted all cases as vigor- 
ously as the law will rmit. 
“The evils surrounding the present bond 
system is one of the most difficult we have 
to contend with,“ said Mr. Folk. There 
are so many delays contemplated by the 
law that In case the bondsman 1 gn? it is 
time before the final end reached.

One point made by Mr. Hermann cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized, namely, that it is more important to stop the car 
before hitting any one on the track, than to scoop him up 
with a fender after he has been hit. 

Iivery street car should be equipped with a power brake as 
well as a lifé-saving fender.

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WORK FOR ST. LOUIS. 


Gratifying reports of the growth of St. Louis and of effective 
work for the betterment of St. Louls were presented at the 
annual meeting of the Business Men's League last night. Pres- 
ident Walbridge reported that during 1901 51 firms, with a cap- 
ital of $19,000,000, had opened offices in St. Louls; 200 corporations 
were organized, with a capital stock of $21,000,000, and 50 St. Louis 
corporations had increased their capital stock by a total of 
$12,000,009. 

Although much has been done to premote the interest of St. 
Louis in many directions the reports showed that much remains 
to be done. Mr. H. F. Langenberg. chairman of the traffic 
bureau, sounded a note of warning with regard to the terminal 
and shipping facilities. The terminal facilities, he said, are 
giaringly inadequate and the railroads have not sufficient equip- 
ment to handle the business of St. Louis during the busy season. 

This is a vitai matter, upon which it may be said the growth 
of St. Louis absolutely depends. The shipping facilitfes are 
the arteries of trade and their inadequacy means the throttling 
of business. It is incumbent upon the railroads to see that 
St. Louis business does not suffer from this cause. It is in- 
cumbent upon them to make adequate extensions, especially in 
view of the approaching increase of needs on account of the 
World's Fair. The business organizations should combine 
forces to secure better facilities. 

Another great woik to be done this year is to secure an ade- 
quate appropriation for the Mississippi river for the special pur- 
pose of improving navigation to the gulf. Why expend millions 
cutting a waterway through tho isthmus to the Pacific and leave 
unimproved and unutilised the great natural waterway that taps 
the heart of the country? The value of river improvement to the 
property and growth of the central west should be put to Con- 
gress in such a way that it cannot fall te take adequate action. 

St. Louis has only to utilize her great opportunities to enter 
upon an era of growth and prosperity unparalleled in the city's 
history.

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BURGLARS CUT THROUGH LATH 


But the Steel Roof of Metropolitan In- 
surance Co. Vault Stops 
Their Work. 


Burélars attempted to enter the office of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., on the 
sixth floor of the Granite block, at the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Market streets, between 
the hours of 6 o'clock last Saturday night 
and Monday morning. The police made the 
attempt public Wednesday morning. 


Three holes were cut through the roof in 
an effort to reach the vault. It is built into 
the building and runs from the first to the 
top floor, which is the sixth. The walls of 
the vault are composed of firebrick and the 
roofs on every floor are of steel. 

James Byrne, the superintendent of the 
Metropolitan Insurance Co. in St. Louis, 
sends about $5000 every week to the office in 
New York. This fact, he believes, was 
known to professional burglars in the city. 
The money is usually kept in the vault all 
week. This fact probabiy became known 
to them also, 

Mr. Byrne's theory is that sometime Sat- 
ey the thieves secreted themselves in 
the building and when no one was about 
Saturday night or Sunday, they ascended 
to the roof by the stairway. 

Monday morning W. P. Dexter. the jan- 
itor of the building, went to the rooms 
of the Metropolitan Insurance Company to 
sweep it out. He found the floor near 
the vault door littered with plaster. 


in the ceiling was a hole arge enough 
to permit the passage of a man’s body. He 
went to the roof. 

Three holes had been cut. Two of them 
led down to the steel coverings over the 
vaults in the office of the Insurance com- 
pany. The third missed the vault by about 

feet, and through it a man could have 
been easily lowered to the office floor. 

When Mr. Byrne arrived at the office he 
discovered the vault loor had bee. tam- 
pered with, but had not been opened. There 
were finger marks about the combination 
lock and a drill had been started, put had 
not penetrated the’ metal at the ernes 
where the hinges are.
